that such town, in addition to the usual highway 
tax levied according to law, has voted to make or 
repair any road or roads wholly or partly within 
such town, designating as near as may be the lo-
cation of such road or roads, and further stating 
that such town has provided for the payment of 
one-half of the cost of the construction or repairs, 
the said county board may appropriate the other 
half of such cost, and cause such sum to be lev-
ied upon the taxable property of the county as 
will, with the amount provided by said town, 
be sufficient to defray the expense of making or 
repairing such road or roads so petitioned for; 
and such money, when collected, shall be paid 
out on the order of the chairman of the county 
board and county clerk, whenever the said town 
shall notify them that the work has been com-
pleted and accepted. 

SECTION 2. The county board may, at the time County board
